0\E OF THE TRADITIONS. 


The Democrats of Macon county huld 


a convention to-morrow, and as they 
lave pledged themselves to the tradi- 
ions of the party we commend to their 
consideration the following resolutions 
adopted by the Democrats of Rio, Knox 
county, Illinois, in 1862: 


WHEREAS, Abraham Lincoln, Presi-

military and naval forces, recognize and 
maintain the freedom of said negro 
slaves; and 


WllEttEAs, He further declares and 


makes known that such freed negroes 
are to be received into the service of 
the United States, thus evidently in- 
tending to incite the slaves to servile 
insurrection, that their masters may be 
murdered, their property destroyed, 
and as an inevitable consequence their 
wives and daughters violated; therefore 


Resohed, That while we as loyal 


citizens of the state of Illinois are ever 
ready to support this or any other ad- 
ministration in its lawful and constitu- 
tional acts, we are unwilling to render 
further support or aid to an adminis- 
tration that openly violates the consti- 
tution of the United States and tramples 
under foot the constitutions of the dif- 
ferent states. 


2. That the president who has sworn 


before his God to support and maintain 
tbc constitution of his country, and then 
wantonly violates it, is not only a dan- 
gerous and unfit person to be at the 
head of the nation, but is foresworn 
and perjured, and should no longer be 
permitted to disgrace the chair once 
i ecu pied by Washington, Jefferson and 
Jackson. 


3. That we contemplate with horror 


Jie results whioh must follow the en- 
"orcemeot of the president's emancipa- 
;ion proclamation to the people of the 
South; that we loathe and abhor the 
miscreant who would deliberately arm 
)OQ,000 demi-savages under the specious 
pretext of a military necessity, and turn 
hem loose upon our white brethren of 
the South. 


4. That inasmuch as we are forced 


to the conclusion that the war now 
waged by the administration against 
the South is not and has not been for 
the restoration of the Union, but has 
had for its object the abolition of 
slavery, the wiping out of laws, and the 
territorializing of the Southern States, 
or, in failing in this, a dissolution of 
the Union, we here deliberately and 
firmly pledge ourselves, one to the oth- 
er, that we will not render any support 
to the present administration in carry- 
ing on iti wicked abolition crusade 
against the South; that we will resist 
to death all attempts to draft any of 
our citizens into the army, and that we 
will permit no arbitrary arrests to be 
made amongst as by the minions of the 
administration.

The candor of impartial criticism 


compels it to be said of the fifty or 
sixty brief impromptu speeches which 
Mr. Garfield has Bade daring his jour- 
ney to New York and return, that in 
some respects they are very remarkable. 
Though there was, throughout, a need- 
lessly careful avoidance of any expres- 
sion of opinion upon unsettled political 
questions, it can not be said of any one 
of them that it was an expression of 
words without ideas. There has per- 
haps never been made in the country, 
by any one citizen, an equal number of 
impromptu responses to popular greet- 
ings that were so fall of ideas, clothed 
in language of so much force, eloquence, 
and beauty. Ordinarily, the politician 
who is prohibited from "talking politics" 
can not talk to a popular crowd at all; 
at least, cannot employ words to ex- 
press ideas. 
Some of the ablest of our 


presidents, under like circumstances, 
have given utterance only to the feeblest 
verbal inanities. But in all the many 
responses Mr. Garfield made during his 
journey, there is not found a single inane 
expression. He has shown himself a 
man of information and ideas upon 
other than political subjects, who is at 
no loss to make appropriate and very 
admirable use of them in a quick emer- 
gency. It is not merely in the art of 
offhand responses that few public men 
have shown themselves hia equal; bat 
it is in their fullness and eloquence of 
ideas that hia offhand responses rise 
preeminent over all others. 


COMPLETE census returns from the 


State |of Oregon have been received. 
They show a total population of 175,- 
535, against 90,923 in 1873. 
The pop- 


ulation ot the city of Portland is 18,- 
967' not counting the Chinese, who are 
estimated to number 4,500. Salem, the 
State capital, contains 4,100 inhabi- 
tants within the city limits, though by 
including the residents of the northern, 
southern and eastern additions, its pop- 
ulation is made to exceed 5,000. 


MAYOR HARBISON is reported to have 


stated positively in a recent speech that 
there were more Democrats than Re- 
publicans in the Union army.

PHILADELPHIA, 
August 
12.—At 


1:45 this morning ambulances began to 
arrive at the hospital in this city, car- 
rying those wounded in the accident on 
the Atlantic City road at May's land- 
ing. 
All seemed to be either scalded 


or burned. Very few are smashed or 
bruised. Many passengers, in leaping 
through the windows of the cars, fell 
directly into the river. It appears now 
as though only one had been killed out- 
right and forty-one injured, nearly all 
belonging to the northwest part of the 
city. 
A number, supposed to be fatally 


wounded, were not brought to this city. 
Of the persons on the rear platform of 
the first train, some jumped to the 
ground and others rushed panic-stricken 
back into the cars. 
The locomotive 


came bounding on and crashed into the 
rear car, still standing upon the bridge, 
and with such force that the engine 
fairly plowed a furrow halfway into the 
car, and lifted the roof of the car over 
the smoke-stack. 
The shock broke 


one of the cylinders of the boiler, and 
instantly scalding water was poured out 
upon the affrighted and helpless occu- 
pants of the car. 
Rain had been pour- 


ing down, and all the windows of the 
car were down, and the steam filling it 
instantly added to the horror of the 
occasion and the suffering of the vic- 
tims. From out the 'congealing vapor 
came the shrieks of the women and chil- 
dren and the yells of men. The people 
on the first train ran pell-mell from the 
cars or jumped through the windows, 
and it was some time before they became 
sufficiently composed to make earnest 
efforts to rescue the injured and relieve 
their sufferings. 
As there were nearly 


two thousand people from Pennsylvania 
on the excursion, the excitement among 
those looking for friends at the wharf, 
as the wounded were brought over from 
Camden, was intense. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. Aug. 12.—Gen. 


Walker, alluding to the statements 
about the fraudulent enumeration of 
the population in South Carolina and 
other southern states, says that he has 
no official information o^ the subject, 
but when the schedules are received 
they will be given a very scrutinizing 
investigation, and any information in 
possession of parties cognizant of error 
or irregularities, will be appreciated as 
leading to intelligent 
inquiry, and 


affording a basis of a supplementary 
enumeration if necessary. Gen. Walke r 
is determined to have aa accurate cen- 
sus, without reference to political inter- 
ests, and to remedy the gross frauds 
on the Government by excessive and 
unwarranted enumerations in many lo- 
calities in 1870. 
If any irregularities 


are shown in the South or anywhere 
else, they will be remedied by the Sup- 
erintendent in the exercise of the spec- 
ial authority delegated for that purpose. 
The disposition in the South to com- 
pensate, in some way, for the little pro- 
gress made there in population or in- 
dustry in the past'decade is well known 
at the census office, and while full 
justice will be done in faciliating ac- 
curate returns, every bar will be placed 
to information not warranted by abso- 
lute knowledge of the facts, the Demo- 
cratic political managers in the South 
to the contrary notwithstanding.
